It is upo n the “splcy ness” o f his 
thy nes that D ’Annunzio ’s enemies base 
th iir mo st severe criticisms, but the 
esteem in which he is held by the Ital­ 
ian public was sho wn vividly in the un­ 
certain day s o f 1015.

y ^ H IL E German instruction has been driven out of nearly all our Ameri 


1 
can schools, they’re still teaching it in France, the one country practi­ 


ca lly where the language might be supposed to have been banished. 


The reason for it, however, is not of a nature to give much satisfaction 


to Germans who have been demanding the continuance of German in our 


schools for culture reasons.

Women’s Jobs 
A T a time when women by tens of thousands are entering fields of work 


hitherto occupied by men, it is well to heed the warning given by Mrs. 


Hilda Richards, chief of the women’s division of the federal department 


of labor. 
Mrs. Richards points out the peril of admitting women indiscriminately 


to men’s jobs. 
It may be possible for women to do any kind of work done 


by men, but it isn’t necessarily wise. 
In any properly ordered society the 


heaviest physical labor will always lie reserved tor the men. 
It’s a commonplace which we are in danger of forgetting, that women 


in general are not capable of such severe and sustained exertion as men 


are, and that it is not well to let them attempt the hardest tasks even when 


they want to do so. 
“ Coming generations.’’ Mrs. Richards reminds us, “are endangered by 


the rush of women into industry in America. 
There are plenty of men to 


fill manual labor jobs. 
And when that supply fails, men in office and light 


work should first be replaced by women.” 
She is quite right about it. 
Women miners, puddlers, rollers, coal 


heavers and stevedores may be necessary in some parts of the old world, 


but let us hope they never will be necessary here. 


Hooverizing Necessary 
I^ E E D for food conservation is shown anew in the record of exports of 


wheat, corn and pork to our allies in the last seven months. 
During that 


period we have sent much less of these products over than in the seven 


months previous to that time, during three months of which latter period 


the United States was still neutral and less interested in feeding the soldiers 


in northern France than we are now. 
In the last seven months, however, 


we have sent over more beef and more flour, but the increase in flour was 


insufficient to make up for the decrease in wheat.

Swansea, Wales, Feb. 28.—The Brit­ 
ish

(ilenart 
Castle, 
which went down in the Bristol chan­ 
nel, was torpedoed, according to sur­ 
vivors, 34 of whom were landed here. 
Nothing has been learned of the fate 
of the others, including Red Cross doc­ 
tors, nurses and orderlies. 
There were approx imately 200 per­ 
sons aboard the hospital ship, 150 of 
whom were members of the crew. 
Quartermaster Shitler, who was the 
last man to leave the ship, describing 
the disaster, said: 
“I was on deck at the time. A few 
minutes before the torpedoing 
the 
helmsman called attention to a dim 
light flickering on the surface of the 
water some distance off. 
It disap­ 
peared an Instant later, but the officer 
of the deck was instantly suspicious 
and ordered the course changed. 
He 
then ordered the alarm sounded for 
lifeboat drill as a precautionary meas­ 
ure. 
“The order was scarcely given when 
came the muffled sound of an ex plod­ 
ing torpedo far helovv the waterline, 
followed by a shock, which told us 
that the boat was done for. 
"Our action in changing the course 
availed little, because all our regula­

national food adm inistration at W ash­ 
ington have enabled the big m eat pu ck ­ 
ers to gain control of practically all of 
the cou ntry's ou tp u t of certain food 
p rodu cts nnd restrict the bu siness of 
their small com petitors were m ade at 
the hearing before Basil M. Manly, 
exam iner for the federal trade commis­ 
sion. 
W itnesses testified nnd docu m entary 
evidence from the files of the pack ing 
companies were read showing direct 
lines of commu nication between the 
pack ers nnd some of the im p ortant of­ 
fices at the national capital. 
Lo ss to Small Dealers. 
As a resu lt of orders issu ed by W. 
F. Priebe, head of W. F. Priebe & Co., 
produ ce dealers, a su bsidiary of Swift 
& Co., now a member of the food ad­ 
m inistration board, who ordered all 
1016-17 p ou ltry ou t of cold storage by 
March 1 of this year, independent deal­ 
ers have lost enormou s am ou nts of 
money, and 00 p er cent of the new crop 
of p ou ltry is owned by the pack ers, it 
Is charged. 
H ere are the specific charges m ade: 
1. T hat Priebe called on Chicago 
bank ers several months ago and en­ 
deavored to get them to call loans 
which they had made on pou ltry held 
in cold storage warehou ses to Inde­ 
p endent p rodu ce dealers. 
2. T hat Priebe ordered all 1016-17 
pou ltry held in cold storage w arehou ses 
placed on the m ark et by March 1 of 
this year, desp ite the p rotests of inde­ 
p endent deatfers, thu s giving the p ack ­ 
ers, who have loaded u p on the new 
crop, p ractically all of the new bu si­ 
ness. 
3. T hat Priebe gets confidential re­ 
p orts regarding the amou nt of pou ltry 
in storage and to whom it belongs, and 
that, althou gh lie gets this inform ation 
as a “dollar-s-year ’ man on the food 
adm inistration board, he still draw s a 
salary from Swift & Co. as head of 
Priebe. & Co. 
4. T hat 
Priebe’s order 
forbidding 
loans of more tfinn 70 p er cent on 
pou ltry, bu tter and eggs held In cold 
storage, lim its the operations of the in­ 
dep endent dealers who have been able 
to borrow as high as 9 0 and 9 5 per cent 
on their warehou se certificates, while 
It does not affect the big p ack ers who 
can borrow big am ou nts independently. 
5. T hat Swift & Co. may have had 
an intim ation of w hat the attitu de of 
the food adm inistration might he be­ 
cau se the company contracted for and 
stored p ou ltry in large qu antities be­ 
fore Priebe issu ed his u k ase, ordering 
the old crop of pou ltry ou t of storage. 
6. Tliat John C. Eversm au n, form er 
secretary to Congressman W illiam Mc­ 
Kinley, secretary l o the Repu blican 
congressional committee and one-time 
assistant secretary to the Repu blican 
national committee, is the W ashington 
rep resentative of Wilson & Co., a plan 
for his employment by all the big pack ­ 
ers having failed to m aterialize. 
7. T hat the pu ck ers have bou ght u p 
or forced ou t of bu siness cream eries 
nnd cheese factories u ntil they control 
75 p er cent of the cou ntry’s cheese 
ou tpu t. 
Day o f Sensatio ns. 
It was n day of sensations in Ju dge 
K ohlsatt’s cou rtroom in the federal 
bu ilding, where the hearings are being 
held. 
W itnesses in the morning told 
of the p ack ers’ activities in gaining 
control of the cheese-mak ing bu siness 
of the cou ntry, and in the afternoon, 
Seymou r Neu mann, editor of the Prod­ 
u ce News of (’hit ago, testified regard­ 
ing Prlebe’s mandates, which lie de­ 
clared invariably were advantageou s to 
the [» ack ers. 
The session ended after Mr. Heney 
showed by S. W. T ator, an exam iner 
for the commission, tha t Priebe, H. B. 
Collins, formerly head of the produ ce 
dep artm ent of Swift & Co.; F. S. 
Brook s of Swift & Co. and E. O. Heyl 
of Llhbj,

Americans Admire the Spirit of 
British Army. 


Entirely New Feeling Gro wing Up Be­ 
tween Two Kindred Natio ns 
in Arms, 


London.—T he m ilitary correspond­ 
ent of the London Times, w riting from 
France, says: 
“In F rance we have su ddenly discov­ 
ered America, and America has discov­ 
ered u s. 
How different we both are 
from ou r preconceived notions of each 
other! 
We did not k now w hat a high­ 
ly edu cated, professional and modest 
gentlem an the American regu lar officer 
was, nor did we qu ite realize w hat a 
splendid body of active fighting men 
he w as going to bring over with him. 
“ We are a great deal more enthu ­ 
siastic abou t the Americans, and. if 
1 may say so, more prou d of them, than 
we show on the su rface. 
How can we 
not regard as men of ou r own flesh anti 
blood the relays of Am erican soldiers 
of all grades who come to u s, who 
speak ou r own langu age and bear ou r 
own nam es, who u nderstand u s in a 
flash of time, and whose point of view 
on alm ost every conceivable su bject 
u nder heaven is ou r own? 
“These sentim ents are. I hope, mu ­ 
tu al. 
The A m ericans did not k now 
w hat ou r arm ies were, nor w hat they 
had done or are doing. 
Many of them 
k now now. 
They w itnesses u nder fire 
ou r grand attack s and ou r raids. 
They 
observe with astonishm ent the terrific 
power of ou r modern artillery and the 
gloriou s activities of ou r splendid air­ 
men. 
“They see the sp irit, the discipline and 
the em u lation of ou r infantry, and 
they 
are 
profou ndly 
Impressed 
by 
them. 
I hope that the p ride which we 
feel, w ithou t ventu ring to express it, 
in the Americans is a little recip rocat­ 
ed by them. 
I can only say that every 
American soldier who has told me of 
Ids experiences on the British front 
has spok en with enthu siastic adm ira­ 
tion of ou r men. and that an entirely 
new feeling, the consequ ences of which 
m ay be immense, is growing u p be­ 
tw een 
the two k indred nations in 
arm s.”
